Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “ Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House.

in  Chap.  .35,  51  Viet.,  “Consolidated  Acts,  1888,” 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  together  with  proper 
actual  disbursements;  Provided  that  if  the  goods  and 
chattels  seized  shall  not  be  found  on  the  premises  in 
respect  of  which  the  tax  has  been  levied,  in  such  case 
the  Collector  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  as  costs 
double  the  amounts  proHded  in  the  said  Act. 

2.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Collector’s 
Costs  By-Law,  1890.”
